Patience, he reſolved to mention them himſelf, 
and accordingly asked her how ſhe liked” them? 
ſhe made Anſwer, that ſhe knew nothing of what

come of the Ducats he had entruſted him with, 
who replyed, that Prince Menzikoff, met him 
and ordered him carry them to his Houſe. The 
Words were ſcarcely ſpoke but the Prince enter- 
ed the Apartment; whereupon the Czar ran 
haſtily upon him, and demanded the Reaſon, 
why he hindered the carrying thofe Ducats to- 
his Siſter ?
